JOSEPH AMBROSE is currently under consideration for appoint- 
ment as Internal Revenue Service Commissioner, He advised 
that although he is not personally acquainted with Mr. 

AMBROSE and is unaware of his competence in the tax field, 
he nonetheless has strong objections to his possible appoint- 
ment, primarily because Mr. AMBROSE ' s reputation as he knows 
it is principally as an administrator and as a law enforcement 
official;. As such it would be impossible for him to be 
sensitive to the intricacies of the tax field as pertaining 
to the IRS. The success of the IRS in raising the two billion 
dollars annually necessary to run the United States is based 
upon public trust and respect for the people of the IRS. To 
appoint a “policeman" Commissioner of IRS and to make the tax 
returns of millions of citizens readily accessibly to him 
would not only destroy public confidence in the Internal 
Revenue system but also degrade the functions of tax agents 
to those of policemen and thereby plunge the IRS into the 
“felony business." This would undermine the public cooperation 
and good faith indispensable to the successful operation of 
the IRS. 


Mr. ROGOVIN strongly reiterated that his specific 
objection is not to the appointment of Mr. AMBROSE as 
Commissioner of the IRS but rather to the appointment of a 
“policeman" as Commissioner of IRS rather than an expert in 
the tax field.

Mitchell Rogovin, attorney,, Washington,, D. C., advised 
that he was formerly Chief Counsel of the Internal Revenue Service 
and formerly Assistant Attorney General, Tax Division, Department 
of Justice. Mr. Rogovin stated it is his understanding that 
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Mr. Ambrose is currently under consideration for appointment 
as Commissioner of the Internal Revenue Service. He advised 
that he is not personally acquainted with Mr. Ambrose and 
is unaware of his competence in the tax field. He stated, 
however, he has strong objections to Mr. Ambrose's appointment 
primarily because Mr. Ambrose's reputation, as he 
knows it, is principally that of an administrator and of a 
law enforcement official. He said that, as such, it would be 
impossible for Mr. Ambrose to be sensitive to the intricacies of 
the tax field as administered by the Internal Revenue Service. 

He advised that the success of the Internal Revenue Service in 
raising necessary funds is based upon trust in and respect for 
the employees of the Internal Revenue Service by the public. 

Mr. Rogovin said that to appoint a ’’policeman’' Commissioner of 
the Internal Revenue Service and make the tax returns of millions 
of citizens readily accessible to 1 him would hot only destroy 
public confidence in the system, but would also "degrade” the 
functions of tax agents to those of -policemen and thereby 
plunge the Internal Revenue Service into the "felony business." 

He stated he feels such would undermine the public cooperation 
and good faith necessary for the successful operation of the 
Internal Revenue Service. Mr. Rogovin strongly reiterated that 
his specific objection is not to Mr. Ambrose personally but 
rather to the appointment of a "policeman"' rather than an expert 
in the tax field. 

I I , Washington, D. C., 

advised that he has read a recent article* in "The Wall Street 
Journal" indicating that Mr. Ambrose is being considered for 
appointment as Commissioner of the Internal Revenue- Service. 

I I said he is not personally acquainted with Mr. Ambrose 

but is opp osed to his appointment because Mr. Ambrose is 
primarily a law enforcement officer. He* advised that, in his 
opinion, the Commissioner of the Internal Revenue Service 
should possess Federal tax expertise, which he feels is 
necessary for the .job. He' advised that he knows* nothing of a 
derogatory nature concerning Mr. Ambrose's, character, ;reputation, 
loyalty, or associates. 

Charles McC. Mathias,, Jr., United States Senator from 
Maryland, was interviewed' in, Washington, D. C,, and' advised, that 
since Mr. Ambrose has been Commissioner of the Bureau of Customs 
he has had no personal -contact with him. He stated, however, 
that he has had frequent correspondence with Mr. Ambrose 
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concerning legislative matters. Senator Mathias advised that 
he knows of no unfavorable information concerning Mr. Ambrose's 
character, reputation, loyalty, or associates. He stated he 
would interpose no objection to Mr. Ambrose's selection for ,a 
high Federal post. 

Thirty-seven other associates and acquaintances of 
Mr. Ambrose's, including tax attorneys in New York City and 
Washington, D. C. , were interviewed. They advised that he is 
a loyal American whose character,, reputation, and associates 
are above question. He was described as a very capable 
administrator who is stable, responsible, and respectable. 

It was stated that he is highly intelligent and is deeply 
dedicated to his work. He was described as an honest and 
sincere person who is highly regarded by all who know him. 

They recommended him for a position of trust and responsibility 
with the United States Government. 

Close Relatives 

Mr. Ambrose's father, Arthur ,P. Ambrose, is deceased. 
His mother, Anne Ambrose Schunk, is divorced from his stepfather, 
Charles Schunk, and resides in Putnam Valley, New York. The 
whereabouts of his stepfather is unknown.

MAC had proposed a 3% in- ^ * 


crease for New York shippers. 
Although an ^increase was also 
proposed for North Jersey, the 
rate for that area would haye 
been only half the amount pro- 
posed for New York. 

Anthony Scotto, in a letter to 
members of the New York Con-
